His eldeſt Bro- 
ther was flain by a Cannon-Ball, which broke 
his Leg, at the taking Sr. Menehoult by the 
King; And ne went thither by Orders of the 
Court, to direct where to apply the Bat- 
teries for the attack of the weakeſt part of 
the Place.

ment, inſomuch that upon the firſt mention 
of the new Philoſophy of Gaſſendi and De- 
ſcartes, founded upon Experience, he apply'd 
himſelf to ſtudy them, and did of himſelf 
make. a great Progreſs and Proficiency there- 
in. I have ſeen ſome Remarks and Obſer- 
vations which he made upon the Vacuum 
with Quils full of Quickſilver, in which 
there appear'd as much Juſtice in his Rea- 
ſonings, as Exactneſs and Accuracy in his 
Obſervations. He apply'd his Experience to 
the Study alſo of Phylick, as far as Philoſo- 
phy, and his own natural Senſe and Under- 
ſtanding could enable his Mind to find out 
= ſome Medicines proper to heal the Sick: 
And his Children have ſeveral Receits writ- 
ten with his own Hand. Having learn'd 
of Monſieur Claude de Marolles of Vitry in 
France, his Relation, the Grounds and Fun- 
damentals of Alzebra; Thoſe two Friends did

But he was contented to lead; a quiet 
and ovſcure Life in the place of his Nativity,

VANCE in 1 Viety. This Vertue was in him a 
truly 
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truly Chriſtian Grace, founded upon the 
Knowledge, and upon a lively Perſuaſion of 
the Truth, and of his Duty.

ful humour ſupported by the Beauty and 
good Diſpoſition of his Mind, having a 
Heart ſatisfied and contented with his Con-

I .huhe Paſtour of his Church, a Man of great 
Merit, and ſtrict Probity, his Intimate Friend, 
and one in whom he placed his moſt entire 
Confidence, doth thus ſpeak of him in one 
of his Letters. Monſieur de Marolles was 
« of a very happy Conſtitution : His Tem- 
« per was free ſrom Vapours of Melancho- 
« ly, and did not carry him into any op- 
poſite or contrary Paſſion : He was en- 
dued with a ſolid Spirit, capable of vaſt 
Application, with an exact Judgment and

« mind with vain Cares and Solicitudes,

Alſatia had been prevaild upon by Monſieur

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ligion which was eftabliſh'd at Lixim 
and Bowrbac ſhould be preſerv'd, becauſe the 
King had a mind to populate and re-eftabliſh 
that deſolate and ruin'd Country.

VI. All the Promiſes and Aſſurances of

Orders and get our ſelves Inſtructed, 


that ſhe would ſend us ſome Father je- 
ſuits for that Purpoſe.

me the Honour to ſend to me. The 
ſame Day in the Afternoon came P Dez,

There paſſed nothing but Civi · 
lity, making me a thouſand offers of Ser- 
vice, and deſiring me freely to let him know | 
if I wanted any thing out of their Houſe, or

« ſhew*'d me to be prejudic'd. Upon this 
« we enter'd into Debates, and the Subject 
of this firſt Converſation ran upon this, 
vir. our Acknowledgment of the Prote- 

“ ſtants of the Ausbourg Confeſſion for Bre- 

« thren, and upon the Euchariſt. 

One may by theſe firſt Steps diſcover the - 
Sincerity and Dove-like Simplicity of this 
Bleſſed Martyr. He was arreſted in the King- 
dom, and if he had had a mind to lay that he 
was going to Strasburg, as he was ſollicited 
and deſired to do, there was nothing which 
could prove, or convince him of the con- 
trary: And they would not then have con- 
demned him, but have been contented to 
ſend him back to Champagne. But being al- 
ways faithful to his God, and ever careful 
to preſervs his Innocence and Integrity, he 
us'd neither Deceit nor Equivocation. I told 
them, ſaith he, the true ſtate of Things with. 
out Diſguiſe or Diſſimulation ; that is, as he ex- 
preſſes himſelf in another Letter; that he 
declar'd ſincerely that his Deſign was to go 
out of the Kingdom, and ſeek in Foreign 
Countries the Liberty of ſerving God ac- 
cording to the Motions and Directions of his

' Conſcience. It would be a curious thing to 


know what RefleQtions the Equivocating 
Doctors made in private upon this Since- 
rity. But to this his Chriſtian Sincerity, 
Mult be join'd the Prudence and Modera-

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tion with which our Martyr behav'd him- 
ſelf, to the end that even his Good might not 
be evil ſpoken of, according to the Precept of 
St. Paul, I propos d however, ſaith he, to ſet my 
ſelf 1 as I palſibly could in his Eſteem. 

- I ſhall not relate all thoſe Conferences 
and Converſations in which this faithful 
Chriſtian diſcover'd his Knowledge, and the

X. It is Probable, that Monſieur de Cha. 


milly) wrote to the Court much about the 


time that our Martyr was maintaining the 


Truth of his Faith againſt the Jeſuites. The 


17th of January 1686. he was removed from 


Strasbourg to Chalons with his Family, where 
he arriv'd on Mondæy the 28th of January. 


They carried them in a Waggon attended 


by Monſieur Bourbon the Aid-Major, who 


had ſtopped them, together with an Officer 
and Five Troopers. He was put into the 


Priſon of the City of Chalons, where, he ob- 
ſerves, he continued juſt Six Weeks 
He was immediately viſited by the Biſhop 


of Chalons, who is now Arch-biſhop of Paris. 


We muſt do him Juſtice, and ſay that the 


Zeal which he hath for his Religion, is as 
Conformable to his Character, as the per- 
ſecuting Spirit of ſeveral other Biſhops is far 
from it- He wrote to Monſieur de Chamilly, | 


in favour of Mr. de Marolles, ſo ſoon as he 


knew of his Confinement at Strasbourg: And 
in the Viſit which he made him at Chalors, 
he told him that if he could, he would con- 


ceal him under his Robe. 


XI. During 
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XI. During the four Firſt Weeks that our 
Martyr continued at Chalons, he had Liber- 
ty enough. The Eccleſiaſticks who believ'd 
themſelves able to cope with him, at ficſt 
were cager to Signalize themfelves; But 
when they found his Conſtancy to be Invin- 
cible, they lock'd him up in a Dungeon with- 
out ſuffering him to ſee any Perſon for the 
ſpace of 15 Days.

So 
ſoon as he was arriv'd at La Toarnelle, and

again, and ſaid (as 1 was inform'd by one 
of my Friends who was Preſent,) I come 
from diſcourſing with a good Man. Theſe 
are only Words, but yet they afford ſome 


Comfort I did likewiſe: Receive ſeveral 
Marks of the Favour, and Goodneſs of the 
Prefident of the Court of Juſtice where 1 
was Condemned. He talk'd with me at 
the Door of the Dungeon, and after ſome 


Diſcourſe he told me that it was with great 
Grief and Sorrow that he {aw me there : 
that he wilh'd that I might be ſeiz'd with 
ſome light Sickneſs, to have an Occaſion to 


take me out from thence, and to put me into 


the jJnfirmary; that whenever 1 deſir'd to

* Jailor, who ſhould acquaint him with it, 
© and he would not fail to come to the Can. 
ciergery to ſee me. AM! theſe Gentle Methods 
had their End and View, but they were I thawk. 
God Unſucceſsful. God having put it into 
my Heart to continue faithful to him even 
unto Death if need Required. 

In another Letter dated 2 La Tournelle 
the 2d of Jah, he informs us of a Combat in 

which be had yielded up againſt his own 
Heart and Mind. He confeſſes that being in 

the Priſons of Chalons, the Tears of a Wife, 
and a Family, which are dear to me, faith. 
he, and which were not able to move me 
at Strasburg, join'd to thoſe of two Bro- 
thers-in-law, who came to ſee me at CHa. 
tons, induc'd me to accept certain Propofals 
which were made me, by two of the moit 
© © Emineat and Conſiderable Perſons of the 
Province. I have been inſorm'd that thoſe 
© Propoſals were to deſire his Liberty, in or der 
to inſtruct himſelf more fully, in the Contro- 
verſics which occaſion our Separation from 
the Church of Rome. But a fews Days af- 
(ter God having given me to underſtand my 
Fault, and having afforded me an Oppor- 
tunity of repairing it, I embrac'd it with 
Joy, Fervency and Tears; and that Father 

of Mercies who knows how to produce 
Light out of Darkneſs, made uſe of my In- 
W firmities thereby to give me that Strength, 
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and Steadfaſtneſs which I have ſince had. 
of his gives me reaſon to hope, that he will 
continue this Favour to me unto the end, 
and that he will always Proportion his 
Gifts, and Graces to the Tryals to which it 
ſhall 'pleaſe him to Expoſe Me. Por the 
former miſſing of their end, they did at 
length make me new Offers, which affected 
me yet leſs than the former, and I rejected 
them all withour deliberating upon them; 
at which they were ſo enrag'd that I was 
next Day put into a Dungeon, where I lay 
„ Thirtcen Days before my Condemnation. 
I his paſſed at Chalons. Being in the Conci- 
\_ergery at Paris, one of my Friends, Tutor 
* to the Children of the King and Madam 
, ' Monteſpan , came with his Majeſty's Per- 
* miſſion to ſee me. He propos'd to me to 
80 for Eight or Ten Months, to the Biſhop 
of Meauæ, to get my ſelf Inſtructed (this is 
* their way of Speaking,) I return'd him

© Thanks, and aſſur'd him that it was not in 


* the Power of time to change my Light and 
6 Knowledge, and that I was perſwaded that 
© the Biſhop of Meaux, could not fatisfie me 
more than the other Biſhops nen I had 
already leen, . 


XIII. We muſt not paſs over without Ani- & 
madverſion, this Uprightneſs of Soul, this Nice- 


neſs of Conſcience in our Martyr. Notwith- 
2 landing that his Conſcience might have Soli. 


cited 
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cited him by his preſent Miſeries, and by the 
Fear of future Calamities, by the ſincere Af- 
fection which he bore to his Wife and Fa- 
mily ; Notwithſtanding this, I ſay, he rejects 
and Silences al] whatſoever the Love of the 
World,and of this Life, whatſoever the Bonds 
of Fleſh and Blood could repreſent unto him 
to ſuppreſs his Fidelicy, and tarniſh the Lu- 
| fire and Glory of his Sufferings and Confeſ- 
ſion- They proffer him from the King his 
Liberty tor Eight or Ten Months, during 
which time he might hope not only to go out 
of his Dungeon, but alſo expect ſome happy 
Change, or ſome Favaurable Opportunity 
to eſcape the Chain, and the Gallies ro which 
he was Condemn'd for ever. How would 
a Heart leſs fill'd with the Love of God, and 
the Knowledge of its Duty in all its Extent, 
| have invented ſpecious Pretences, and Cap- 
tious Arguments to free it ſelf from ſuch 
Dreadful Miſeries. But our Martyr having 
regard to nothing but his Duty, oppoſes the 
very firſt Aſſault of the Temptation, and 
Tramples it under his Feet. e 
It muſt not be imagin'd, that this Invin- 
cible Conſtancy is in any manner the Effect 
of Stubbornneſs and Obſtinacy. The Jeſuits, 
of Strasbourg, and the Eccleſiaſticks of Chatons 
are convinc'd that the Faith of our Martyr, 
was accompany'd with Light and Know- 
ledge. This great Man knew how to Di- 
ſtinguiſn between the Reaſons, which may 
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40 The Sufferings and Martyrdom 
engage us to ſeek ſome new Inſtruction, 
and thoſe ſecret Motives of the Heart which 
are not to be hearkened unto. When there 
do ariſe of themſelves Reaſons for ſome 

doubts and ſcruples about the Faith, then a 

Man is neceſſarily, and indiſpenſibly oblig'd 
to get himſelf Inſtructed and Inform'd. In 
ſuch a Caſe this care and pains is a Debt 
which a Man owes to himſelf; And Negli- 
race therein can proceed from nothing elſe, 
but either an Unreaſonable Stubbornneſs, or 
2 Criminal Indifferency. A Man muſt like- 
wiſe enquire into the Religion of his Neigh- 
bours, and his Country-men, either to reap 
Advantage from their Light and Knowledge, 
or to Communicate and impart ours to them, 
and help forward their Salvation as much as 
poſſibly we can. But when one enjoys a full 
and entire perſuaſion of his Faith, eſpecially 
by its Oppoſition to a Doctrine whoſe falſe 
Foundations: one knows, and that the Mo- 
tive which puts us upon ſeeking Inſtruction 
proceeds only from a Heart defirous to free 
it ſelf from thoſe Afflictions which are occa- 
ſion'd by its Religion, then this Secret Mo- 
tive whereof a Man is Convicted within him- 
ſelf, cannot doubtleſs be acceptable, to God, 
nor procure his Bleſſing. This is a Crime, 
this is to tempt God, becauſe: it is to put a 
ſecret Cheat upon ones ſelf, and to call in 
queſtion a known Truth. Beſides as things 
ſtood in France, to talk of getting ones ſelf 
„ F Inſtructed, 
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Inftrufted, was tacitly to engage one's-ſelf to 
renounce one's Religion, Mr. de Marolles knew ' 
this very well, which made him reje& all 
thoſe Offers, without beſtowing a Moments 
Deliberation upon them. They likewiſe 
made him the ſame Propoſals, juſt when he 
was ready to depart for the Gallies. We fol- 
low the Order and Courſe of Time, and 

therefore when we come to ſpeak of that we 
* ſhall hear his Anſwer. Put is it not much 
to be wonder'd at, that the Biſhop of Meanx, 
would not venture himſelf with this Illu— 
ſtrious Priſoner to Inſtruct him, either whilſt 
he was in the Conciergery, or at La Tournelle? 
Were not they as convenient Places to apply 
himſelf to the Converſion of Mr. de Marolles 
in, as Meauæ or Gormilly the Country-houſe 
of that Prelate? What Reaſon could hinder 


him from Exerciſing his Charity in thoſe 


Places of Miſery and Affliction? This is ea- 
ſily known, that Biſhop would run no ha- 
Zard. He thought it concern'd his Reputa- 
tion, not to enter the Liſt with this Learn- 
ed Perſon, without being firſt aſſured of the 

E Victory, as if the Inſtruction which W re 
© owe to our Neighbours was like a The- 
atrical Combat, wherein all the Spectators 
ſhould know the Party that was to be van- 
quiſh'd. This brings to my Mind the ſay- 
ing of a certain Miniſter to a Courtier, be- 
ing at Foantain-bleau, at the time of the Re- 
yoecation bf the Edict of Nants. This Cour- 
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tier would needs engage him to take a Din- 
ner with him, to enter into Converſation 
with the Biſhop of Mezux, and Father La 
Chaize, The Miniſters anſwer: to his Im- 
portunities was that he might do what he 
pleasd :But he let him know that it Was his Hu- 
mour to anſwer with Civility and Aſſurance 
to their Arguments; that therefore he muſt

XIV. Let us return to the Hiſtory of 
cur Martyr.

attempts in his Favour. Indeed J find in a 


Letter of Recommendation written from Pa- 


ris to Mr. de Coarſelles Governour of Toalon, 
in favour of Mr. de Marolles, that his Sen- 
tence of Condemaation to the Gallies had 


been confirm'd at the Parliament of Paris, 


but after ſuch a manner, as had procur'd 


Pain and Trouble to all the Judges; that 


the Chief Preſident and Procurator General, 
did intend to repreſent to the King all the 


Circumſtances of the Affair, and the Merit 


of the Perſon: But as the Declarations were 
Formal, the King would make no Excep- 
tion. If the truth of the. Matter was known, 
perhaps one might find the Clergy haſtning 
nis Condemnation, whillt an Aaguſt Parli- 
ament deter'd it in order to ſollicit his Par- 
don. So true it is that the Genius and Diſpo- 
lition of the Roman Catholick Religion in 
its moſt truſty Miniſters, is a barbarous, and 
unmerciſul Genius, which breaths forth no- 
thing but Blood and Violence, aiways con- 
trary to Chriſtian Charity and Moderation. 
But be that as it will he was at length ſen- 


tenc'd, 
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tenc'd, and the Sentence of the Preſidial of 
Chalons was confirm'd. 
Leet us hear the following part of his Letter. 
* The Governour of Tournelles knowing who 
I was, and being inform'd of my Crime, 
© caus?d me to be treated with as much

leſs than 30 Pounds. Thus you fee, my 
Dear Siſter, the State and Condition which 
the wiſe Providence of God hath choſen 
and allotted for me, out of a Thouſand o- 
thers in which he might have plac'd me. 
I expect from his Mercy Strength and 
= © Conſtancy to ſuffer all for his Glory and 
Z © my own Salvation. Do not aMict your 
felt at my Condition, my dear Siſter, it 
is more happy than you think for. Weep -/ 
not for me: Keep your Tears for ſo many

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* tendedly as I do. Grant me the Aſſiſtance

© not forget you in mine. And in another 
Letter of the 16th of May, i. e. the Day, 
when the Chain was put about his Neck, 
he fays after ſuch another Relation as that 
before mention'd. ? Thus Sir, (I ſuppoſe he 
wrote to M. Jurien) you have an Abridg- 
ment of my Miſery, and to ſpeak more 
truly, of my Glory, for I continually give

© ſuffer for his Name-fake. Let your Prayers 
* accompany mine, to obtain from the Mer- 
cy of God his Succour and Aſſiſtance fo

nelles, whither they ſend the Perſons con- 
demn'd to the Gallies until their departure. 


There is at preſent in that Parliament . 
Toarnelle Civil, and la Tournelle Criminal. 
Mr. Marolles wrot ſeveral Letters from /: 
Tournelle to his Wife, Children, and Friends. 
He ſent one dated the 16th of May to Mon- 
ſieur Jurieu, to which that Paſtor return'd 
an Anſwer the 27th of the ſame Month. He 
receiv'd an Anſwer from our Martyr the 
2d of July 1686, who aſſures him that his 
Letters did tend to the Conſolation of him- 
felf, and all thoſe to whom he could com- 
municate them. And after having return'd 
him Thanks for his good Advice he tells 
him. The manner of my Suttering, and

| © ferr'd upon me. I have always had a Zeal 
* for his Glory and his Truth: And theſe are 
* thoſe Holy Seeds which he hath had the

in this time of Deſolation begun to produce 
in me the Excellent Truths, whole Sweet-

me. He hath very Delightfully Commu- 


nicated himſelf ro me by rhe Sweetneſs of 


his Conſolations. In the midſt of the Tran- 
ſitory Afflictions which it is his Will that ! 


ſhould Suffer, he hath made me to taſte of 
Solid good Things. The Evils with which 
[| am threatned do not at all terriſie me. If 
they are Violent, I am not in a Condition 
to bear up long againſt them, and fo a 


Chriſtian Death will puc an happy Period 
thereto; If they are Moderate I ſhall have 


reaſon to bleſs our God for it, who ſhall con- 


tinue his Favour and Goodneſs towards me. 


Theſe Conliderations make mg look upon 
the time to come with the Eye of Conſtancy 
and Affurance. It appears by theſe few 


xtracts which we give of the Letters of that 


Bleſſed Martyr, how great was the Tran-

quility, and Aſſurance of that Chriſtian and 
Heroick Soul. . 
It was therefore to no purpoſe to renew 
the Attack, to pervert or ſtagger a Heart ſo 
full of Knowledge, Fervour and Piety. We 
have already obſerv'd that it had been pro- 
pos'd to him to ſpend Eight or Ten Months 
With the Biſhop of Meaux. They renew the 
Charge by propoſing an unlimited time. 
How great and Dangerous was that Tempta- 
ton! Our Martyr is under the Chain, and 
has a proſpect of a Dreadful Futurity : He is 
ſollicited not only by his own Fleſh, but alſo 
by the fight of his AMited Wife, and by his 
Fatherleſs Children which he leaves in the 
midit: Inſomuch that the Natural Love of 
Life, the Sence of Afflictions, the Proſpect of 
the Dreadful Miſeries which his Condition

The Diſcourſe fell upon 
the Propoſal which had been made me ſome 
Days before, viz. to go to the Biſhop of 
Meauæ to be Inſirafted ; This is their way of 
Speaking. The Advocate began to Speak 
upon this Point, and employ'd all his Rhe- 
torick to prove that I ought to accept of 
that offer, and ſaid that he did not believe 
that I could offer any ſufficient Reaſons to 
the contrary. When he had made an end 
of his Diſcourſe, and given me place to 
Speak, I Anſwer'd that I thought my felt 
very much oblig'd to do as I did for the 
following Reaſons ; I ſaid that in the Con- 
ferences which I had had with the R. R. 
P. P. Jeſuits at Strasbourg, they had not given 
me any manner of Satisfaction in my Ob- 
jections which I made to them. That the 
ſame Anſwer or much to the ſame purpoſe 
at leaſt had been given me at Chalons, and 
that I had Read, the ſame things in the 
Works of the famous Mr. Arnaud, and fince 
they had not farisfied in that Author, they 
could not afford me more Satisfaction elſe- 
where, —— Thar I was very ſtrongly per- 
ſuaded of the Truth of my Faith, about 
which I had no manner of doubt, and that 
I fear'd it was tempting of God to accept the 
Offer which they made me. That on the

Sufferings, that by that means God had diſ- 
cover?d to me the Vanity of this Life, and 
all that is here below; that thereby he had 

broken aſunder moſt of the Bands, and Li- 
gaments which engag'd me to the World, 
and had put into my Heart a great diſreliſh 
for the Earth, and an ardent deſire after 
Heaven, That Ieſteem'd this ſtate ſu ffici- 
ently happy to think ſeriouſly to preſerve it. 


I added that all the Civilities which I was 


perſuaded, I ſhould receive from ſo Famous 
and Noble a Prelate, and the Conſiderable 
Alteration which would happen to my Con- 
dition, would make me within a fe Days 
forget all my Miſeries, and would root in 
my Heart the Loveof the World, and Plea- 


ſures of Life more ſtrongly perhaps than 


ever, to plunge me again into Miſery with- 
out any certainty of receiving ſo much Fa- 
vour, and A ſſiſtance from God therein as 


TI have already receiv'd till this Preſent. 


That for thoſe reaſons I was reſolv'd to fol- 
low my Vocation, and to end my days in 
ſuffering, if it was the Will of God.

XIV. We have given an Idea of his Piety, 
and his Conflias, we muſt lay him Open on 
all Sides, and conſider this great Soul in all 
the diffierent Occurrences and concerns of 
Life.

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XV. At length the Chain departed from 
Paris, on Saturday the 2eth of July, Mon- 
ſieur 4e Marolles had then the Fever.

_ rowful Departure. They had not above the 
breadth of a Key to croſs, to enter into the 
Boat.

He ſpoke in this Letter of Monſieur Le 
N Nes his Companion in Bonds, and it were to 
be deſired that ſome one would * us the 
Hiſtory of his Sufferings. Thoſe two Fa- 
mous Martyrs did comfort and encourage 
each other. I have read a Letter of Monſieur 
de Marolles, in which he ſays of Monſieur Le 
Fevre that he wrote like a Divine: They ſe- 
parated them at their Departure out of the 
{ Hoſpital to put them on Board of different 
| Gallies. Monfieur de Marolles tells his Son to 
| acquaint Monſieur Le Fevre's Relations, 
| that he was laſt Saturday (the Letter ts dated 
| © the 3oth of September 1686 ) removed from 
the Reale where he was ſince our coming 
out of the Hoſpital, and put on Board an 
Armed Gally called the Magniſigue. He is 
diſtinguiſh'd from other Gly- Slaves, and 
placed in the Stern. 5 
In his Letter of the 23d of September to his ; 
Wife, he diverted hicaſelf with giving her 
the Deſcription of his Gally-Slave Habit. 
We ſhall make no difficulty of giving ſome 
Extracts of it, which ſhew this great Soul in

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Husband who opens his Breaſt to his Wiſe. 
I live at preſent altogether alone: They 
bring me Food from abroad, Bread and 
Meat at the rate of Nine Sous per Day. I 
am furniſh'd with Wine in the Gally for 
nothing, and with ſome of the Kings Bread. 


He that ſupplies me with Wine eats. with 


me, and he is a very honeſt Man; Lam trea- 


ted with Civility by all on Board the Gally, 


* ſeeing that thg Officers viſit me. I am get- 
ting a Quilt made to day. I intend to buy 


Sheets, and am going to work to procure 


my Eaſc. Yau will fay perhaps that I am 
an ill manager; but I have had enough of 


lying upon the Hard Boalds ever ſince 


Tueſaꝶ till this time. If you were to ſee 


me in my Fine Gally slave Habit, you 


would be Raviſh'd with Admiration. I have 
a fine little red Jacket, made juſt after the 
Faſhion of the Carrier's Frocks of A4rdenzes. 

It is put on like a Shirt, tor it is open but 
half way before. 1 have likewiſe a fine red 
Cap, two pair of Breeches, two Shirts with 
Threads as big as my Finger, and Stock- 
ings; My Cloaths of Liberty are not loſt; 
and if it would pleaſe the King to ſhew me 


Favqur, 1 would take them again. We 


have the honeſteſt Patron of all the 
Gallies, He treats me with all manner of 


Civility and Reſpect : He will put me into 
what place ot the Gally I pleaſe; And he 
hath promis me that hen it is cold, ke 
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© will let me lie in his Cabbin. Let all theſe 
© Succours which God affords me, comfort 
£ 


and Rejoice thee. I am already us'd to the 


« place where I am, as if J had been there all 


my life time. I am better here than in 
the Hoſpital! We enjoy a good Air, for 


peſter'd with ill Scents. He mentions at 
the bottom, his Uneaſineſs about the Voyage 


of Verſailles. One may judge by the Chear- 


fulneſs, with which he deſcribes his Miſery, 

of the Greatneſs of his Soul, the Liberty of 

his Mind, and the T ranquility of his Heart. 
We muſt likewiſe conclude that in ſpeaking 


of his Afflictions and Suffering, he doth ra- 
| ther leſſen than Aggravate them: in ſo much 


that when he gives a deſcription of his Miſery,

| * Officer. . You ſee therefore that one muit

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| © red therewith. You will ſee by the Let- 
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ter weh T wrote to your Mother, 
the 23d of September, that I am very well 
here 1 have not met with any Trouble, 
© excepting the two or three firſt Days, that 
1 was chain'd upon a Bench with two 
Galley-Slaves Day and Night. But there 
are at firſt certain Rules to be obſerv'd, 
and I thank God they did not laſt long. 
For fince that time I have been let looſe 
© all the Pay, and have had Liberty to walk 
© to and fro as much as I would on the Gal- 
* ley, M. ae Marolles did ſpeak with Diſ— 
cretion, not to caſt his Family into the ex. 
ceſs of Affliction; but this is no Argument 
that one ſhould not reflect upon the Rigour 
which they cxercis'd towards him, He had 
been declared Invalid, when he was in the 
Hoſpital, and incapable to ſerve becauſe of 
his Secret Inſirmiries. They had put him as 
Invalid in the Liſt for an Embarquement for 
America. Nevertheleſs a ſew Days alter this,

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XVIII. We have a while ago put it as a 
Queſtion, whether the Inequality of the 
Conduct, which we obſerv'd with Reſpect 
to M. de Marolles did proceed from a Spirit 
of Rigour, or from a good Intention. But 
one cannot any longer doubt, but that they 
did it for no other end, but to fink and de- 
preſs with the weight of Affliction both him 
and Monſieur e Fevre, his Illuſtrious Com- 


panion in Sufferings and Glory. This is 


what he wrote to his Wife Fifteen Days af- 
ter that, of which we have juſt now ſpo- 
ken: It is dated from /a Tiere the 24th of 
October 1686.

XIX. During the Month of December, our 
Martyr had ſeveral Conferences, and Diſ-

The Effects of thoſe Conferences were 
to be fear'd, becauſe they often ſerv'd only 
to render their Condition worſe, as it is 
thought it happened to Monſieur Ls Fevre, 
who had been with the Biſhop of Marſeilles 
before Monſieur de Marolles; He acquaints us 
in a Letter wrote to his Wife, with all that 
happened to him.

to all the grievous Reports, which were 
* ſpread abroad of his Condition, and to be- 
L lieve nothing of it, but what he ſhould 

* write himſelf : Speaking of this publick 
Report, he faith; © All that! is falſe of which 
* you ſent me Word, except two Things, 
© namely, that for above three Months ſince, 
have been confin'd to the Chain Day and 
4 Night, and chat | havg not been Pas 
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© thence, only to be convey'd to the Biſhop 
of 'Mayſeilles. J aſſure thee, that I have 
not as yet receiv'd Orders from any one 
to employ my ſelf in Work. I ſat very 
_ in my Place, and ſaw it done be- 


fore with me, for this merciful Treatment 
which he affords me, and beſeech him that fo 
y * as he ſhall think good to continue my 
© Sufferings, my Condition may not become 
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1 worſe. They, it is probable judg'd him 


unable to bear the Fatigue, by reaſon of his 


Weakneſs and ſecret Infirmities. I aſſure 


you, he proceeds, I have not ſo much

after having preſented my Petitions to God, 


Holy Scripture; I make ſuch Reflections 
and Obſervations thereon as I am able. I

I read Six, Seven, or Eight Chapters of 
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his own Hand. The good Monſieur /: 
* Fevre, he proceeds, my dear Companion in 
Bonds, hath been taken a Month ſince out 
_ * of the Magnifigue, where he was very well, 
and was remov'd to /a Grand Royal, where 
they put Fetters and two Chains on his 
Foot. This ſad Condition did not long 
continue thus. A Glally-Slave belonging 
to Qur Gally, was the Day before Veſter- 
day on Board the ſame Cally where he 
F Was, and inform'd me at his return, that 
he did not any longer wear his Chains, 
and Fetters but in the Night only. It 
_ would be a difficult Matter, rightly to ſa- 
thom the Myſtery of all thoſe Changes and 
Alterations. M. de Marolles ſays nothing of 
it. Was it not that when thoſe bleſſed Martyrs, 
had met with ſome ſence of Humanity in the 
Gally wherein they were, and their Virtue 
had procur'd them ſome Compaſſion, then 
the zealous Miſſioner, always cruel, always 
- implacable, caus'd them to be remov'd elſe- 
where, to try, if they could not at length 
meet with barbarous Officers, and fit to do 
the Work of Executioners ? The Rigour per- 
| haps was likewiſe augmented againſt theſe 
famous Confeſſors, When the Conterences 
had not ſucceeded to the Honour of the Mil-

© meſs, and Reverence of the Hope that is in me. 
I made an end of thoſe Affairs at the Sixth 
* Interview. I have had the Honour to diſpute 
more than once before that Illuſtrious Pre- 
late; but the ſtrongeſt Debate was, be- 
* tween a Divine come from Paris, and my 
* ſelf. Laſt Tueſday the 7th day of this 
* Month, was the laſt time that I was there. 
After having told this Almoner, that the 
* Anſwers which he made to my Propoſi- 
tions could nor give me Satisfaction, We 
* parted good Friends. When I came down, 
© I defired-to pay my Reſpects to the Bi- 
* ſhop, they told me that he was at Mals, 
© and that if I would ſtay for him, he would 
* not fail to return. I ask'd leave of one of 
* our Patrons who attended me, the which 
* he granted. I had the Honour to ſpeak to 
him, he caus'd me to come up into his 
* Chamber: We came thither, and ſeveral 
* Clergymen with us, and after having told 
* him - bes his Almoner and I had finiſh'd our 
Conferences, I return'd him thanks for the 
* Goodneſs, and Charity which he expreſſed 
* towards me in this Rencounter ; and I 
* afſur'd him, that I ſhould be always ready 
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to acknowledge it. He anſwer'd me in the 
* moſt obliging Manner in the World,telling 
me that he was ſorry that he could not make 
eme a Catholick, and that all that they 
© were able to do, Was tO pray to God for 
* me. At my departure he told me, that 
* he would willingly ſerve me if Opportu- 
* 'nity ſhould Offer. I believe that it will

XX. I ſhall not make any Difficulty to 
to diſcover the pretty Confidences, where- 
With he entertain'd his Wife in her forlorn 
Eſtate, notwithſtanding that, he deſires her 
to communicate his Letter to no body. He 
gives her an Account of the little Reſpects 
which he receiv'd, but it is eaſy to diſcover 


through this little Account, that he enters

© lity enough from them. They denied en- 


© trance into ourGally to ſomeOfficers of other 
© Gallies who came to fee me. Would not 


one imagine that Monſieur de Marolles was 
a Priſoner of State, to whom they might have 
communicated ſome ſecret of Importance? 
But who will not admire to ſee the Zealous 
Perſecutours, fo Circumſpect with reſpect to 
thoſe whom they Perſecute? They muſt of 


neceſſity miſtruſt the goodneſs of their cauſe 


ſince the Voice, and Diſcourſe of the Confeſſors, 
and Martyrs is ſo formidable to them. The 
Inquiſition leads them with the Gag in their 
Mouths, when it celebrates that Tragical Pro- 


ceſſion of its Act of Faith; And in France they 
beat upon Drums, to hinder the People from 


hearing the Words of the Faithful which they 


lead to Puniſhment. Cruel Religion! Bar- 


barous Piety ! Thy Language, thy Carriage 
makes thee ſufficiently known to all thoſe 
who are perſuaded there is a God, who 
calls Men to his Knowledge to fave them. 

Let us hear the latter part of our Martyrs 
Letter. The Second Embarquement for 
* America 1s made: But I believe that the 
£* Veſſel is yet in the Port. They have ap- 
F | * parently 
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* parently laid aſide the thoughts of ſending 
me thither. There arriv'd here a Chain of 
150 Men, the beginning of laſt Month, 
* without reckoning 33 who died by the way. 
Mr Garnier is one of this number with a 
* Nephew of Mr. Varnier, Doctor of Phyſick, 

_ © theſe two came from Vitry in France. Mr. 
Ghaguinon de Vaſſyand his Brother. in-Law, 
* he went by the name of Chemet. There 
* were ſeven or eight of them Proteſtants. 
The four firſt are in the Hoſpital. I divert 
my ſelf after my Morning and Evening Acts 
* of Piety and Devotion, either with Agebra 
or Geometry. I have been told that there is 
in this City, a Man who pretends to Age- 

bra, if this be ſo, we may teach each other 
* ſomething, but he is gone Five or Six 

Weeks ſince to Paris. Let not any Per- 

© ſon whoſoever ſee this Letter, becauſe of 
all the Frifles which are in it, with which 1 
* was oblig d to ſatisfie yo. 
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XXI. It hath been heretofore obſerved that 
Mr. Le Fevre was more rigorouſly handled, 
after the Diſputes about Religion which he 
had at the Biſhop of Marſeilles. It was the 
Sentiment of Mr. de Marolles, concluding it 
from the Civility of the Biſhop, that nothing 
more grievous would happen to him: Not- 
withſtanding about Six Weeks after his Con- 
© | ferences, he was taken out of the Gallies to 
- be ſhut up in a kind of Dungeon, which * 
eee | made 
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made purpoſely for him in the Cittadel of 
Marſeilles. It is highly probable that theſe Or. 
ders came down from the Court upon the 
Report of this Eccleſiaſtick of Paris, of which 
he makes mention in his Letter: For it muſt 
be obſerved that all the different Perſecutions, 
all the Augmentations, and additions to the 
pains of our Martyr, were done by expreſs 
Orders from the Court. He had made fuch 
a noiſe in the World, that they endeavour'd 
at Verſailles to triumph over his patience. 
The World will doubtleſs be very glad to 
know the labours of this Holy Man, upon 
this laſt Theater, where he maintain'd the 


Conflict for the ſpace of Six Years againſt 
Nakedneſs, Hunger, Cold and Darkneſs. 


He wrote to his Wife a Letter dated the 25th 
of October 168 7. He ſpeaks under the name

One may 
conclude from the date of this Letter, with 
What ſeverity he was handled, and with 
what Straitneſs and Vigilancy he was kept, 
becauſe he could not let any one hear from

This is what 
we learn from the Report of the City. The

XXII. | 1 have met with no Letter of the 
three following Years, but we ſee by thoſe 
which he Wrote 1n the Year 1691. 1692.

He comforted his Com- 
panions in Service and àffliction, and aſſured 
them of the Fidelity which he was refolv*d to 


keep to his Saviour. I find a note without 


date, which is Written with a Trembling 
Hand, but is the Hand of our Martyr. It is 
an Anſwer to another Confeſſor, who had 
written to him, wherein he tells him. 


© I know not how to Expreſs to you, 
my moſt honoured and dear Friend, how 


© agreeable were the things which you have, 
and do ſtill communicate unto me. You have 

fully ſatisfied my Deſires. I praiſe God that 
© he hath heard the Prayers, which J offer'd up 


for your Reſtabliſhment. I beſeech him with 


| © all the Powers of my Soul, that he would 
* carefully preſerve you, both for your own, 


© and for the fake of thoſe, to whom you 
afford great Conſolation. It was not with- 


* out a great ſence of Grief and Sorrow, 
* that J heard of all that you ſuffer, and 


_ © our Brethren with you. Let us all com- 


fort our ſelves with the cauſe of our Sut- 
* ferings: Let us always fix our Eyes upon 
the Recompences, which God reſerves for 
us. Let us aſſure our ſelves that all that 
He ſuffer is a certain Sign, that our Names 


© are Written in the Book of Life. Let us 
© count it all our Happineſs, that God doth 


not think us unworthy to ſuffer for his 
ö enn 
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Name I have not time to ſay more now, 
© therefore wait always patientl yer 
I am ſorry that they have given them- 
ſelves the Trouble, to procure a Penſion 
for me. Write to them that they trou- 
ble themſelves no more about it: I am 
contented to live on Bread and Water. 
They had made it their endeavours to pro- 
cure him ſome Relief, but they were unſucceſs- 
ful, by reaſon of the cruel Severity of thoſe, who 
had the Management of him. This is what he 
tells us in a Letter of the 3 1ſt of Augaſt 1691, 
| which he wrote to his Friend. I confeſs 
with you that Monſieur 4e Fevre is an Ex- 
* cellent Man; he writes like a compleat Di- 
* vine, and that which he is to be. moſt e- 
* ſteem?d for, is that he practiſes what he 
ſays; May the Lord Bleſs, Preſerve, and 
strengthen both your ſelf and him, and this 
will afford me great and ſingular Conſola- 
tion. I thank you both for the Encourage- 
ments which you give me: The Lord will 
give me Grace to profit thereby. Do not 
turn your Eyes upon me, but regard your 
ſelves, and the reſt of our Brethren; and 
it will be there that you will find Occaſion 
to bleſs the Lord. Aſſure them all that I 
daily pour out my Soul before God ſeveral 
times a Day, to procure for them the Suc- 
cour and Aſſiſtance, which they ſtand in 
need of. To come to the Queſtion which 
you ſo earneſtly put to me concerning my 
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Nouriſhment; I acquieſce and content my 
© ſelf with every thing, and I had not oppos'd 
it, but becauſe I know I have to do with 
„ Major, who gets me my Food, who will 
pocket the Money which ſhall be given, 
© and will always treat me very ill. Tho? I 


© ſhould have my Diet from the Ordinary, 


© jt would be the ſame Thing. I have al- 
ready paſſed through their Hands. Let the 
© Lord preſerve, and fill with his Favours 
and Bleſſings all choſe Holy Souls, who in- 
_ © tereſt themſelves in my behalf. If I ever 
have the Opportunity to anſwer you again, 
' © ir ſhall be in a more ample manner than I 
© have at preſent done, when I did it preci- 
© pitately, and without well confidering what 
things I was to antwer to. My Lamp gives 
but little Light, my Eyes fail me, I make 
© uſe of broken Spectacles: All this is not 
proper to diſpatch Buſineſs. It appear'd by 
ſome Letters, chat our Martyr would not 
meddle with any great Sum of Money, for 
fear it ſhould be thought, that his Defign 
was to corrupt his Guards therewith. 
We likewile fee by others, the Strictneſs 
with which they kept him, to hinder 
him from receiving any Letter from 
his Friends, or ſending any News to them 
concerning himſelf, But of this we ſee <- 
nougz in a letter written with his own Hand, 
the 6th and 16th of December 1691, to make 
us on the one Hand groan with Horror, b 
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behold the Condition to which this Holy 
Man was reduc'd; and on the other, to ad- 
mire his Patience, and Confidence in his 
God. This Letter is written to his Wife, 
whom he chides, for troubling her ſelf at his 
Condition to that Degree, as to impair her 
Health. © It. is not above two Hours ago, 
my dear Heart, that I receiv'd a Letter, 
which gives me more Sorrow than Joy. 1 
receiv*d it when I was in the midſt of my 
offering up my Evening Sacrifice to God 
on the Sabbath Day. Thou believeſt that 
I hide the Condition and Place in which 1 
am, from thee: But I have much more Rea- 
ſon to believe, that thou doſt conceal thine | 
from me: And I know that my Judgment 
is but too true, er. you confeſs to me 
of it. That which grieves me is, that you 
make me an Occaſion of your Indiſpoſition. 
If it is I that put the Sword to your Heart, 
then do 1 very innocently ſtab my ſelf. 
My Spirit, my Heart is too deeply engag- 
ed to thee, not to be ſenſibly affected with 
the Evil which thou ſufferetk. Be nor di- 
ſturb'd at this new Croſs which God lays 
upon me by thy means: Do not fear that 
it will -prejudice my.

1 1 s the Fourth 3 which 1 have ſpent 
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Lear, God who never ſends me Evils but 
for my Good, afflicted me with a painful 
Defluxion, Which fell in the Elbow of my 
right Arm and Shoulder. I could not un- 
dreſs my ſelf, I ſpent the Night ſometimes 
upon my Bed, ſometimes walking »back- 
Wards and forwards in my uſual Dark- 
neſs. I ſet my ſelf to reflect upon the Oc- 
caſion of my Diſeaſe, concluded that it did 
proceed from the Cold and Moiſtneſs of 
Winter, and that to remedy it, I muſt 
* driok my Wine pure and unmix'd, . which 

did for two Days following. At length 
* perceiving my Pains to encreaſe, I took 
„the contrary Courſe and drank Water: 

And finding my felt well after it, I have 

* ever ſince continued it. The Defluxion 
4 Which I was juſt now ſpeaking of, was fo 
bad, that 1 felt it for near a Year. The 
Lord hath try'd me with ſeveral other In- 
conveniencies, but he hath deliver'd me out 
of them all. I forgot to tell thee, my Dear, 
to give thee a compleat.Deſcription of my 
little Sanctuary, that it is Ten of my Feet 
in Length, and Twelve in Breadth. Al! 
my Goods is a Bed from the Hoſpital, 
Which was brought there about Five or 
Six Months before my Entrance therein. 
I lie upon one of the Hoſpital Quilts, with 
a Straw-bed under it, and in this reſpect I 
am much better than in the Gally. This 
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there almoſt without Fire. The Firſt of 
theſe Four I had none at all. The Second 
they began to give me ſome the Twenty 
Eight of January, and took it away. from 
me. before February was out. The Third 
they gave me {ome for about Fourteen or 
Fifteen Days. I have not yet ſeen any this 
Winter, and I will not ask for any at all. 


The Major might give me ſome if he 


would, for he hath Money of mine, but 
he will not give me a doable of it. I have 


ſenſibly felt the Cold, Nakedneſs, and 
© Hunger: But all this I thank God is paſ- 


ſed and gone. I have lived on Five Sole 


a Day, which is the Subſiſtence which the 


King hath appointed for me. I was at firft 


fed by an Ordinary, which treated me very 


well for my FiveSo/s.But another which ſag- 


ceeded him, fed me for the ſpace of Five 


Months, and ſcotch*d me off daily Three So/s 
in my Food. The Major at length under- 
took to feed me in his Turn, which he 
did at firſt very well, but at length he 


left off to do well. He opens my Dungeon 


but once a Day, and hath caus'd my Din- 
ner ſeveral times to be brought, at Nine, 
Ten,and Eleven a Clock at Night, and I did 
not receive any Bread from him once for the 
{pace of Three Days, and at other times 
twice in Twenty-four Hours: Let not fo 
many Miſeries afflict thee, my Dear. Con- 
ſider as I have done, that this Diet was 
hag, _ 4 - ones.” 
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appointed me by the Sovereign Phyſician 
of my Body and Soul, to whom I have 
reſign'd my ſelf, and that he would not 
have appointed it, if he had not judg'd it 
neceſſary.

Beware 
therefore of falling into regret, whereas 
you 'ought to bleſs God for his merciful 
Concuct towards me. I have juſt told you 
that T have ſuffer'd Nakedneſs, I have been 
almoſt a Year without Shirts, my Cloaths 
are more torn and ragged, than thoſe of 
the pooreſt Beggars, which ſtand at the 
Church Doors. I have gone Bare-foot til! 
the Fifteenth of December, I ſay Bare-foot, 
for I have had Stockens which had no Peet, 
and a pair of Old-Shooes unſew'd on both 
Sides, and bored through the Soals. An 
Intendant who came into this City Three 
Fears ago, ſaw me in this magnificent 
Dreſs, and tho? he promiſed me much, yet 
he leſt me Ten Months in this Condition, 
at tlie end of which, God rais'd me up Suc- 
cour, which there was no''room to expect. 


e put it into the Heart of a charitable 
and pious Perſon, the Almoner of the Cit- 
+ radet to viſit me; this without doubt was 


done, with the Agreement of the King's 


Lieutenant, Who is likewiſe very Charita- 


ble. And having ſeen me in the ſorrowful 
I in n 8 K | 7. : 
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© Condition in which I was, he went out 
immediately to fetch me ſome of his Li- 
nen, but I hinder'd him. But at length he 
did ſollicit ſo well for me, that he procur'd 
me a whole Gally-Slaves Suit, and oblig'd 
the Major to buy me a pair of Shooes, and 
a cloſe pair of Breeches out of my own 
Money. So that by the Care of this good 
Perſon, I am better cloathed than I have 
ever been- in all my Captivity. He pro- 
cur'd me likewiſe a moſt notable Advan- 
tage, which is that ever ſince this Year aud 
a half, the King's Lieutenant gives me e- 
very Day a Lamp full of Oil, which gives 
me Light for Six, Seven, and Eight Hours. 
This gives me Opportunity to read the 
Holy Scripture more than 1 did before. 
They gave me but a little Candle for a Li- 
ard a Day. I believe that this is enough to 
ſatisfie thy Curiofity, I muſt further add 
that I have been for theſe Five or Six 
Months, troubled: with an Oppreſſion of 
the Lungs, which almoſt took away my 
Breath. I have likewife been troubled with 
Giddineſs, and have fallen down fo as to 
break my Head. This Giddineſs | impute 
to the want of Food. But I am now by i 
the Grace of God in more perfect Health, 4 
than I have been theſe Forty Years. I ſpeak, |} 
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my Dear, ſincerely as iq the Preſence of 
| God. It is Two or Three Months that i 
| they give me regularly Three little * 2 
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and often Soop, fince which time my Head 
is almoſt ſettled, and I ſleep much better, 
and my Giddineſs is almoſt over. After 
the comfortable News which I tell you, 
think no more bur to rejoice at it, and to 
praiſe God for it, and labour aſter thy

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XXIII. That Major of the Cinadil from 
whom our Martyr receiv'd ſuch ill Treat- 
ment is called Lambert.

XXIV. In the Following Letter may be ſeen 
how thoſe two famous Confeſſors do comfort 
and encourage each other. M. de Marrolles tells 
bis Friend. You ſpeak juſt to my Mind, my 
dear Brother, When you ſay that we alone 
* ſhall be the Perſons, whom the King will not 

* make to feel the Effects of his Clemency. 
* We are brought upon the Stage in order

ſion of my lafirmities, and the narrowneſs 
ok my Spirit: But I have always been ſin- 
| cere, and will continue ſo to the end. I 
vill endeavour to make my ſelf paſs for no 
other than for a Man of very common En- 
, dowments- When I was taken out of the 
Gally and brought hither, I found at firſt a 
great deal of Pleaſure in this Change. My 
Ears were no longer offended with the hor- 
rid and Blaſphemous Sounds, with which 
thoſe places continually echo'd. I had the 
Liberty to fing at every turn the praiſes of 
my God. 1.could proſtrate my ſelf before 
him as often as I pleas'd. Moreover | was 
diſcharg'd from that uneaſie Chain, which 
was infinitely more troubleſome to me than 
that of Thirty Pounds weight which you 
ſaw me carry. But notwithſtanding all 
theſe troubles, the Lord who had a mind 
to make me experience his Succour and 
Aſſiſtance in a rare and extraordinary, man- 
nere ſufferꝰd me to fall into a Terrible Tryal. 
The ſolitude and perpetual Darkneſs in which 
1 ſpent my Days preſented my narrow Soul 
with ſuch a frighttul and territying Idea, 
that they made a very fatal Impreſſion 
thereon. It was fill'd with a Million of 
falſe and vain Imaginations which did very 
often tranſport it into deliriums and idle 
Fancies, which laſted ſometimes for the 
ſpace of two whole hours. My Prayers 
HR... | WweAc: 
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© wereno remedy againſt this evil. God was 
© pleas*d that it ſhould continue for ſome 
* Months. I was plung'd into a profound 
Abyſs of Affliction. When I conſider'd to- 
gether with this ſorrowſul Condition my 
little Bodily reſt, I concluded from thence 
that it was the high road to Diſtraction, 
and that I ſhould never eſcape falling into 
it. 1 inceſſantly implored the Succours of 
my God. I beg'd of him, that he would ne- 
ver ſuffer mine Enemies to triumph over me 
and my Sufferings in ſo Sorrowful a man- 
ner as that was. At length after much 
Prayer, Sighs and Tears, the God of my 
Deliverance heard my Petitions, and after ſo 
many Tempeſts ſent a perfect Calm and 
Serenity. He diſſipated all theſe Illuſions 
which gave Me ſo much Trouble. After 
having deliver'd me out of ſo ſore a Tryal, 
never have any doubt, my Deareſt Wife, 
that God will not deliver me out of al! 
others in general, do not therefore diſquiet 
your ſelf any more about me. Hope al- 
ways in the Goodneſs of God, and your 
hopes ſhall not be in Vain. I ought not in 
my opinion to forget to take notice of a con - 
fiderable Circumſtance which tends to the 
Glory of God. The Duration of fo great 
a Temptation was 1n my opinion the pro- 
per time for the Old Serpent to endeavour to 
* caſt me into Rebellion and Infidelity. But 
* God always kept him in fo . Si- 

. Fence, 
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* lence, that he never once offer'd to infeſt me 
* with any of his pernicious Counſels,and I ne- 
ver felt the leaſt Inclination to Revolt. Ever 
© ſince theſe Sorrowtul days God hath always 
filled my Heart with Joy. I poſſeſs my 


Soul in patience. He makes the days of my 


Affliction ſpeedily to paſs away. I have no 


© ſooner begun them but I find my ſelf at 
© the end of them. With che Bread and 


© Water of Affliction, whith wich he tries 


© me, he doth afford me continually moſt | 


delicious repaſts. 


xxVI. This is the Laſt Letter of this Bleſ- 


ſed Martyr which hath been put into my 
Hands. We muſt believe that they doubled 
the Strictneſs with which they kept him, to 
deprive him of this Conſolation. We are 
likewiſe inform'd by the Letter of a Faithful 

 Confeflor who was on Board the Gallies, and 
who hath always run all Hazards, to do our 
Martyr all the Services that he could, that 
the extream weakneſs of his Body and Eyes 
hinder'd him from Reading and Writing, a 
Month or two before his Death.

Thus is he out of his Miſery, and crown'd 
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Services and Conſolations, as doth appear by 
the Anſwers which Monſieur 4e Marolles re- 
turn'd to his Letters. He faith*among other 
things, that this dear Martyr of the Lord 
reſign'd his Spirit into the Hands of his Fa- 
ther on the 17th day of the preſent . Month, 
and was the next day laid in his laſt Grave by 
Six Turks, as it is the cuſtom here to Bury 
thoſe who die faithful to their Saviour. 1 
cannot, he proceeds, give you an exact Ac- 
count of his laſt Hours, nor his laſt Words. 
But I will tell you in a few Words that 
which hath been known. You have already 
learn'd by the Letters of this Dear Martyr, | 
that after having groan'd for ſome time un- 
der Irons, he was remov'd to a Dungeon 
dreadful for its Obſcurity, and much more ſo 
lor it's Stench. You know that they fed him 
but very ill there, and that he ofren labour'd 
under Hunger, not baving enough even of 
Bread and Water, which was his common 
Diet. This great Auſterity made him very 
weak, and flung him into great Vertigoes, {6 
that he fell down about two Months fince 
with very Weakneſs, and daſh'd his Head 
againſt the Wall in which he made ſeveral 
Wounds. He hath been continually lan- 
ouiſhing ever ſince that Moment, and his 
Life hath been nothing. elſe bur a livin 
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Death: Thoſe who had the Management of 


him, were inſenſible of all his Pains, except- 
ing that for theſe Six Weeks paſt, they gave 
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him a little better, and a little greater 020 
tity of Victuals. But his Body was weakned, 
and his Nature brought ſo low, that it could 
not recover its Strength. This faithful Ser- 
vant of the Lord had almoſt loſt his Sight a- 
bout a Month ſince: And altho' I had Tent 
him your laft Letters, he could neither read 
them nor return any Anſwer. He likewiſe 
return'd me thoſe which I from time to time 
wrote to him. He was forCt to be contented 
with hearing by Word of Mouth from me, and 
caus'd me to be told that he Recommended 
himſelf to the Prayers of his good Friend, and 
that he thought of nothing elſe but his De- 
parture. God hath at length diſpos'd of him, 
and he ſhall return to us no more. He hath 
gone through the moſt cruel Torments which 
Inhumanity in its utmoſt extent could Inflict; 
but yet God hath never ſuffer'd them to make 
a Prize of his Innocence. mutt tell you 
for your Conſolation, that from the time that 
they ſaw this dear Martyr begin to grow 
Weak and decay, he was often viſited by 
Doctors of the contrary Communion; but 
this firm and immoveable Servant of God Was 
not mov'd by their Viſits. He heard without 
trouble that which he rejected, and did not 
return railing for railing. He bleſt his Ene- 
mies to the laſt. His Glory will never be 
| , blotted out neither in Heaven nor in the 
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| XXVII. Let usfollow the Thouglits of this 
Confeſſour of the Truth, and fay with him, 
that the Glory of Monficur de Marolles will 


never be extinguiſh'd in the eyes of God or 


Men. One may without Exaggeration ſay 
that he was one of the moſt famous Martyrs 
that the Church ever knew. He hath under- 


gone all the moſt Formidable Afflictions that 


the World, that the Fury of Perſecution could 


Invent. He hath ſuſtain*d every thing which 


was able to ſhock Humane Nature! But he 
ſuſtain'd it like that Houſe built upon a Rock 
Which Jeſus Chriſt ſpeaks of in the Goſpel, 
Which the moſt violent Storms could not 
overthrow. He ſeemed to he engaged to the 


World by the ſtrongeſt bonds of Fleſh and 


produced any thing like Obſtinacy in his 
Soul. His Conſtancy was well founded, it 
was enlightned and grounded upon good 
Reaſons. He always gave a reaſon of his 
Hope with Modeſty, this 1s a Teſtimony, 


Blood; He had an Eſtate, he had a Wife 
and Children who were dear to him. How . 
often have they laid before him by flattering 
promiſes, the Advantages of the World, ſince 
ſuch great and frequent efforts were made to 
Triumph over his Fidelity? They could not
